I hove  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  iinnuol  Report  upon  the 
health  of  your  District  during  the  year  1955. 

The  Registror  General  *s  mid -year  estimates  shoi;?  that  the  population 
of  this  District  has  increased  during  this  lost  twelve  months  by  510  to 
0 total  of  12,410.  This  increase  figure  compares  with  on  increase  of 
80  occurring  during  the  preceding  year.  In  view  of  the  facts  that  the 
total  number  of  tilths  during  1955  has  shown  a decline,  that  the  acreogo 
of  the  District  is  unchanged,  it  follows  mat  this  population  increase 
figure  of  310  represents  a zigra-'- ’.on  movement  into  the  area. 

The  Rateable  Value  has  enlarged  by  £2,975  oud  the  production  of  a 
Penny  Rote  as  on  31  #3 *55.  sho^'is  an  increase  from  £195.  o.  Id.  to  £207,6,6 

The  retrogression  trend  in  the  Birth  Rate  shown  for  the  first  time 
in  tho  preceding  year,  has  continued  - the  respective  figures  for  the 
preceding  four  years  have  been  as  xollows,  - 

1954  (18.7),  1953  (20.6).  1952  (19.9)  and  1951  (21.4). 

Even  so,  tho  current  rate  is  higher  than  those  for  either  the  county  cs 
0 whole  or  for  ‘England  and  Wales,  Tho  Stillbirth  rate  of  0.7  is  higher 
than  that  for  olthcr  the  county  or  for  England  and  Wolss,  and  compares 
with  0.41  for  the  preoeding  year.  Tho  corrected  death  rate,  aftrer 
showing  c momentary  but  appreciable  diminution  of  1954  upon  1955  has  now 
produced  a figure  (17.8)  that  higher  than  that  for  1955,  which  was! 
17.1. 


A study  of  the  Causes  of  Djath  shows  four  points  of  principal 
interest  - although  it  is  difficult  to  ottribute  these  happenings  to 
odverso  environmental  factors  that  a Sanitary  District  could  correct. 

In  tho  first  place  the  total  number  of  deaths. has  increased  from  2Q5 
to  245  and  of  these  male  .and  female  deaths  hove-  equalised,  after  female 
deaths  had  shown  a superiority  as  116  is  to  89.  In  addition,  the 
malignant  (or  "cancerous")  group  taken  os  o whole,  has  produced  nine 
more  deaths  than  formerly  - the  present  figure  being. 44,  The  cardiac 
Cor  "heart")  group  has  also  shown  a higher  fotality  rete,  there  having 
^en  74  such  occurrences,  which  is  on  inoroese  of  20,  , 

Of  infectious  diseases,  tuberculosis  '"as  notified  on  eleven 
occasions,  six  of  these  cases  were  aged  35  years  or  under,  end  of  these 
siy,  four  were  pulmonary  in  typ<^.. 

/i9  was  to  be  anticipated,  there  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  that 
produced  146  cases.  Whooping  cough,  on  the  other  hand,  although  present 
is  declining  in  number  no  doubt  duo  to  tho  adoption  by  the  county  of 
anti-whoopirg  cough  immunisation  which  is  now  given  combined  with 
diphtheria  protection.  There  no  real  outbreaks  of  intostinol 

infections,  only  one  cose  oP  food,  poisoni.ng  having  loen  notified, 
compered  with  p4  in  the  proceeding  year-c 


?port  of  thv5  Sanitrry  Iiuopeetor  six  more  areas  in  the  District  have  hod 
rtor  mains  laying  completed. 


It  is  gratifying  to  eppreeJ  tc  toot  throe  of  the  Council's  sewerage 
schemes  are  in  the  process  of  oonotruction,  that  o fourth  (a  major)  sehome 
was  about  to  coritienco,  and  a filwh  scheme  av;eits  Ministerial  approvol, 

"but,  unf ortunate-ly  two  other  schomos  considered  jointlywith  neighbouring 
Jiuthorities  have  shown  no  appreciable  trend  towards  reolisation.

WATER  SUPiliY. 

Ag  the  County  Council  ere  now  the  Water  Authority  for  th« 

Whole  County,  the  activities  of  the  Council  in  this  branch  of  public 
health  work,  has  been  considerably  curtailed. 

The  laying  of  mains  from  the  County  Water  Scheme  was  completed 
in  the  Aberffraw,  Bodedern,  Llanynghenedl,  Ilanfechraeth,  Llanfwrog  and 
Llanddeusant  areas,  but  the  number  of  property  owners  who  avail  them- 
selves of  this  service  is  very  disappointing,  and  the  County  Council  are 
compelled  to  use  their  statutory  powers.  As  a result  of  the  above 
extensions,  tvventy  houses  on  the  Pen-y-Groes  Estate,  Llanddeusant,  and 
nine  houses  on  the  Maes  Alaw  Estate,  Llanf ochreeth,  were  provided  with 
full  internal  services,  both  estates  being  served  by  a small  sewage 
disposal  unit. 

A larfCQ  number  of  Council  Houses  on  other  estates  will  bo 
provided  with  internal  water  services  as  soon  as  village  sewerage  schemes 
become  operative. 

As  the  Council  are  not  the  Water  Authority,  it  is  difficult  to 
prepare  an  accurate  return  of  tne  numbers  of  dwelling  houses  and 
population  supplied  with  water  from  public  mains,  but  the  following  may 
be  considered  reasonably  accurate  on  the  31st  of  December,  1955.

Cesspool  cleansing  is  usually  done  outside  normal  working  hourSf  os- 
the  vehicles  ore  fully  occupied  during  the  day  on  the  other  two  services. 
Most  of  this  work  is  done  on  t^o  cf  tho  Counoil*s  Housing  l?stotes  whero 
full  intomol  services  hove  been  installed  but  no  se'^'ers  available,  The 
service  is  also  extended  to  private  premises  on  payment  of.  tno  hourly 
charge,  as  and  when  cii'camstances  permit. 

Two  tips  only  ore  operated  by  the  Council,  both  of  which  are  remotely 
situated  in  old  qua3n?ies,  Although  the  method  of  refuse  disposal  is  n^ 
strictly  controlled  tipping,  they  are  maintained  in  reasonably  good 
condition*  Unfortu:iotely  it  is  necessary  to  dispose  of  night  soil  at 
the  tips»  but  this  is  treated  immediately  on  unXooding  with  lias.

Beaches: 


All  beeches  which  ore  popular  with  holiday-makers  are  cleansed 
regularly  during  the  summer  months.  This,  work  could  be  greatly 
diminished  if  the  publis  were  more  co-operotive,  but>  notwithstanding  the 
fact  thot  moro  litter  boskets  have  boon  plocod  on  the  beaches  and  on  the 
roadside,  litter  is  becoming  a problem  and  a menace,  opart  from  tho 
additional  expenditure  <£.  labour  required  to  maintain  tho  beaches  sad 
roads  in  o reasonably  sanitary  condition.

caravans  bringing  tho  total  numbex'  of  iicensod  sites  to  eight.  Those 
provide  accommodation  for  151  carovens.

RhosnoiRr,  tonioorory  occominodotion  of  nine  units  converted  from  the-  . 
former  w,L. A,  Hostel  ot  Valley.-  and  •eight  omer^enoy  uiiits  wore  occupied 
ot  the  end  of  the  year  ot  Mono  Gamp. 

^Twenty-two  new  houses  were  built  by  priv'^to  buildars  during  the  year 
mokinc*  a total  of  77  since  1946,  with  a further  22  under  construction. 

In  the  two  service  camps  within  the  area,  36  additioncl  houses  were 
completed  ot  Volley  bringing  the  total  to  120,  while  at  'i'y  Croes  there 
ere  32  occupied  dwellings. 


Fourteen  housing  estates  ore  now;  provided  with  main  water  supply, 
the  house  drains  of  seven  being  connected  to  public  sewers,  four  to 
small  sewage  disposal  units  serving  such  estates  and  the  remainder  to 
cessnools.

Sixty-four  applications  for  on  Imrii-ovoaont  Giaur  Under  Section  20 
of  tho  Housing  Act  19-4-9  were  received , "thirty-two  of  which  could  not  bo 
entertained  ns  the  prescribed  conditions  weie  not  complied  with.  l*he 
remaining  thirty-two  applications  were  • favourably  considoriid  and  the 
grants  approved  amounted  to  £5324. 0.Od;  'n^ionty-f ive  grants  smoanting 
to  £4813, 10. Od,  wore  paid  in  the  course  al  the  year,  on  completion  of  the 
works. 

Since  the  Housing  Act  jl94>  -nmo  into  cperatlon,  fifty-eight 
applicationsi  have  bean  approved.,  'f  which  six  have  boon  cancelled  for 
various  reasons,  and  the  approved  grants  of  the  remsiaing  flfty-^o 
applications  amount  to  £3.1, 833* 

Twelve  odvancos  have  been  mado  to  enable  the 'applicants  to  build  five 
new  houses,  purchase  eight  houses,  and  repair  one.

The  seven  private  slaughterhouses  lie  onsod  last  yoor  hove  operotod 
throughout  the  year  and  adequately  serve  the  needs  cf  the  population. 

Some  structural  and  hygienic  improve me nts  hove  been  carried  out  ond  dll 
should  ottain  s reasonable  otandord  os  and  when  public  services  aede 
a VO  liable.

Consumers  in  the  area  arc  also  served  by  traders  from  other  districts^ 

All  the  butchers  shops  are  in  a satisfactory  condition,  having 
regard  to  the  public  services  available  or  absent  in  the  various  villages 
Sir  butchers’  premises  are  ro'3:istered  for  the  manufacture  of  meat 
products. 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  four  morelicences  were 
granted,  but  the. total  number  of  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  aroa 
remains  at  twenty  os.  four  slaughtermen  did  not  apply  to  hove  their 
licences  renewed,' 

Strict  supervision  of  the  slaughterhouses  and  slaughtering  has 
been  attempted,  and  whilst  co-operation  by  slaughtermen  has  been 
improved,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  attain  a regular  100%  inspection. 
This  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  continued  failure  of  one  or  two 
slaughtermen  to  give  notice  of  intended  slaughter.  The  total  number 
of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  amounted  to  2,555  whereas  2,366 
carcasses  were  inspected,  which  is  equal  to  92.65^5,  the  main  deficiency
